Unprecedented Attractions tor the Car- 
nival Season. 


The New York World on St. Louis’ Great 
Show— The Exposition and the Fair— 
Striking Increase in the Values of Real 
Estate—Building 4ctivity—The Mining 
Boom—Trade Prosperity for the Year of 
1885-86—A Great Showing. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, September 7.—The WorLD 
printed the following correspondence from 
St. Louis this morning: 

On Wednesday, September 8, the great St. 
Louis Exposition will be thrown open to the 
public for the season of 1886. With the open- 
ing of the Exposition will begin a season of 
festivity such as has never before been inaug- 
urated by one city in the United States, for the 
sole purpose of entertaining the visit- 
ors who come to her to purchase 
their fall supplies. From September 8 
to October 23 for six days in every week there 
will be provided unique entertainments, one 
following another in regular suceession. 
Grand day parades, magnificent midnight 
processions, balls, coneerts, receptions, fine 
art exhibitions—everything that can appeal to 
the eye or ear will be spread before St. Louis 
visitors. St. Louis has in the past few years 
made for herself a world-wide reputation for 
hospitality. She has excited the wonder and 
admiration of the West by the magnificence 
of her fall festivities. The carnival of 1886 
will outshine them all. 

THE EXPOSITION. 

The St. Louis Exposition, which opens its 
doors for a season of forty days on Wednesday 
next, has a record of prosperity which few can 
equal—none surpass. Four years ago the 
merchants of St. Louis, encouraged by the 
example of other cities, set to work to raise 
the money necessary for the erection of an 
Exposition building. Prior to that time such 
woods as are usually shown at expositions 
were exhibited every fall at the St, Louis 
Fair. 

But the Fair season lasted only six days and 
exhibitors from New York and Philadeiphia, 
as well as those nearer home who had heavy 
goods to handle, found that the labor of 
putting an exhibit in place was hardly repaid 
by the amount of advertising obtained. So 
when the Exposition project was broached, 
St. Louis merchants grasped eagerly at the 
idea. The necessary money was quickly sub- 
scribed and the building soon under way. In 
the fall of 1884 it was opened to the public and 
continued open for forty days. At the 


net profit of $47,000. In 1885 an effort was made 
to get together an exhibition which would 
eclipse those of Milwaukee, Chicago and Cin- 
cinnati. Exhibitors combined together to 
furnish unique and costly designs, while the 
directors obtained from the Government the 
use of the Greely Expedition relics and hired 
Gilmore’s band to play in the great Music 
Hall. When the season of forty days 
was over nearly 500.00 people had paid 
for admission to the building and there were 
$55,700 on the profit side of the ledger account. 
This year it is proposed if possible to excel the 
good results of 1885. The musical feature of 
the season willbe Signor Liberati, the cor- 
netist, and the United States Cavairy Depot 
Band, Fred Wm. Lewis, conductor, for the 
first ten days. For the five weeks following 
Gilmore with his full band of  sixty- 
five pieces, twenty-five more than he 
brought with him in 1835, has deen 
engaged. The musical attractions alone will 
cost the management $20,000. In the art de- 
partment the directors have obtained the pic- 
tures of the second prize fund exhibition of 
the American Art Association. These paint- 
ings bave all been seen in New York. In the 
line of general exhibits Scruggs; Vandervoort 
& Barney and the Wm. Barr Dry Goods Com- 
pany, two of the leading retail dry goods 
dealers of the city, will have cases 
which, with their contents, are valued at 
$75,000 each. A Baltimore tea house has 
spent over $6,000 in the arrangement of a com- 
plete Japanese tea garden. A clothing mer - 
chant, F. W. Humphrey, has spent $4,000 for 
cases to contain his exhibit. The Famous 
Shoe and Clothing Co. has put $3,000 into a set 
of cases. Browning, King & Co. of Boston 
have just put up a model building gosting 
$1,800. Two decorators have put $5,000 worth 
of interior decorations into thelr two 
exhibits. Three of the leading 
tobacco firms of the city have put 
from $2,000 to $5,000 each in fancy exhibits. 
One brewer has spent $1,200 on a dit af wd 
carving to back up his show. Twenty-five of 
the leading agricultural machine dealers of 
the country and forty wood and iron workers 
have sent on representative exhibits. Fifteen 
manufacturers of carriages and wagons from all 
parts of the country have contributed yebicies 
of every kind. The whole exhibition. will 
cover over 280,000 square feet of space, exciu- 
sive of the aisies and corridors. It will be u- 
luminated by fifty-five aro lights of 20,000 can- 
dle-power each and 4,600 incandescent electric 
lights, while in rront of the building the street 
will be made brilliant by 3,000 gas jets shaded 
by colored globes. The driving power of the 
Exposition will come from three engines, one 
of 400 horse- power and two of 250 horse-power 
each. The battery of boilers has a capacity of 
1,400 horse-power or more than four times

Five years ago St. Louis suddenly became 
aware of what the rest of the world had known 
for a long time—that her streets were probably 
the worst that could be claimed, by any city of 
the same size in the United States. St. Louis 
mud had become traditional the world over. 
St. Louis mud is now almost athing of the 
past. For five years past the city fathers have 
been tearing up the principal streets in the 
business and residence portion ofthe city to 
put down granite and wood in place of 
the combination of macadam and dirt. The 
fiscal year 1886-7 will capthe climax of street 
improvement.

NOCTURNAL DISPLAYS. 

The parade of the Trades Display Associa- 
tion will occur on Thursday night of Conclave 
week. The merchants and manufacturers of 
St. Louis have expended thousands of dollars 
in the construction of floats bearing allegori- 
cal and practical designs. The whole liné, 
which is over a mile in length, will be bril- 
liantly illuminated. 

The illumination of the streets in the busi- 
ness portion of the city, which is one of the 
most unique attractions offered by St. Louis 
during her carnival, is on a more extended 
sale this year than ever before. Seven miles 
of the principal streets will be lined on 
either side with blazing gas jets, 
while huge arches of fire will span the streets 
at every crossing. There will be 35,125 gas 
jets in play, consuming during illumination 
week an aggregate of 6,000,000 cubic feet of 
gas valued at $13,720. 

The parade of the Flambeau Battalion will 
be a new feature ofthe carnival. Six com- 
panies of uniformed men will parade the 
principal streets, making night luminous 
with the discharge of variegated fireworks as 
they march. The display will cost $7,000. 

The nocturnal parade of the State Division 
of the League of American Wheelmen is an- 
other new feature of the festival. Six hun- 
dred wheelmen will parade through the illum- 
inated streets, preceded by a bicycle band, each 
bicycle decorated with flags and lanterns and 
each wheelman bearing a lighted torch or 
fiambeau. 

The grand pageant of the followers of the 
Velled Prophet concludes the nocturnal dis- 
play. Itoccurs on the evening of Tuesday, 
October 5. Miles of brilliantly illuminated 
floats, each presenting a beautiful scene, peo- 
pied with georgeously apparelled characters, 
will wind their way from one end of the city 
to another, discharging their loads at the 
Chamber of Commerce, where the Prophet en- 
tertains his subjects with a ball unparalled in 
magnificence.

YSED WITH FATAL EFFECT IN AN ELEC- 
TION ROW. 


William Gooley, Bouncer of the Standard 
Theater, Fatally Shoots Constable James 
F. Ryan-The Wounded Man Returns the 
Fire—The Poor Reward of a Peacemaker 
—How the Shooting Occurred—Ryan Be- 
yond Hope. 


Tae bad feeling engendered by the Congres- 
sional primaries inthe First Ward yesteraay 
terminated in a probable murder last evening. 
Constable Jas. F. Ryan is the victim, for 
whose death Private Watchman Bill Gooley of 
the Standard Theater will probably have to 
answer. 

When the primaries opened yesterday it was 
found that Butier had gained possession of 
the polling place at Seventh street 
and Clark avenue and refused to 
admit the Glover judges and clerks 
who had received instructions to receive no 
votes except such as were cast for the ticket 
approved by the Congressman. Asaresult 
the Glover party opened up a polling piace at 
Tom Kelly’s saloon on Market, just west of

About 6:30 last evening he 
and Delegate Morrissey entered Kelly’s 
saloon. Walking up to the bar Gooley re- 
marked to the ex-champion middle weight: 
„Tom Kelly, just step out from behind the 
bar and Jan do you up. Gooley claims to 
have made the remark ina joking manner, 
and says he frequently made similar remarks 
tothe ex-pugilist without the latter taking 
any offense. However that may be, Kelly did 


not take it in the light of a joke last evenin 
aud retorted quite sharply: Tou can’t an 
Ini have no such talk here. You may bluff 
and bulldoze about the Standard Theater, but 
you cannot do it in my place. 

was only speaking in fun, and there ig 
no use getting mad,’’ said Gooley.

not What to do with bim nor where to send 
him. Some suggested an hospital, but Tom 
Kelly, wno had arrived in the meantime, said 
he should be removed to the office of Dr. J. C. 
Nidelet, at 618 Olive street, and his advice was 
taken. Ryan was taken there and Dr, Nidelet 
did all in his power to alleviate his sufferings. 
Harry Keevil, one of the wounded man’s 
friends, summoned John F. Ryan, superinten- 
dent of the Morgue, a brother, This was the 
first notification any of the family received, 
He lives at No. 917 North Ninth street, while 
the constable lived with his mother at No. 928 
North Ninth street, just a few doors north of 
him. When the brother arrived the injured 
man wanted to know if his mother had been 
told of his trouble and appeared much 
worried when he hear she had 
not been. After being at Dr. WNidelet’s 
office about an hour, Ryan was removed to his 
mother’s home, the brother and H Kee vil 
preceding him to prepare the mother for the 
sad intelligence. It was a terrible blow to the 
old lady, to "whom the wounded man had 
always been a most dutiful son. She was al- 
most frantic when told of it, and her cries of 
M BOY! OH, MY BOr!’’ 
were heart-rending. Kind neighbors quieted 
her some, but her grief continued be 
most violent. The unfortunate man 
was carried tenderly into his 
house, where every ssibie care 
and assistance was given him, but his condi- 
tion continued precarious. Dr. Nidelet was 
afraid to probe for the ball, and although he 
remained at the house all night and did every- 
thing else in his power, Ryan gradually sank 
lower and morning found him in an extremely 
dangerous condition with little hopes enter- 
tained by his physician or friends for his re- 
covery. Just where the bail lodged is not 
known.

Shortly before ll o’clock last night Detec- 
tives Tracy and Tucker and Officers Fenlon

threatened to kill the first man that entered, 
but they drew their revolvers and warned hjm 
to be careful.

HIDING IN A CLOSET. 

A 44-calibre British bull-dog revolver was 
found in an ash-pile in the yard. Gooley’s 
face wus besmeared with blood, and he was 
still very drunk. He surrendered quietly when 
found, and was taken to the Four Courts, 
where he gave his age as 80 years. All attempts 
to get a statement from him were fruitless. 
This morning he still smelled strongly 
from the fumes of liquor,and had what is 
called a bad head“ on him from the effects 
of last night’s debauch. He was seen 4 a 
POST- DISPATCH representative, but absolutely 
refused to make statement about the 
trouble, except that the remarks he made to 
Kelly were not intended as a bluff, and that he 
had often spokenin the same strain to him, 
and his remarks were always taken as they 
were intended—merely es a joke.

GOOLB 
was born and raised in the First Ward almost 
at the door of Butler's blacksmith shop, and 
naturally grew up a staunch adherent 
of the village blacksmith.

getting him into most of his scrapes. t 
ear he was made bouncer at 
he Standard Theater, and let 
up some in his drinking, though occasionally 
he would get on a tear, and when he did gen- 
erally managed to get into trouble. st 
winter he got into trouble with 
Jobuny Mahoney, a former pal, and 
fired twice at him, bat did not 
hit him. He had been in the Police Court a few 
times of late for disturbing ape paoee by fight- 
ing. Before going to work the Standard 
Theater Gooley was employed with a furni- 
ture wagon, and was frequently up for 
disturbing the peace, This morning Dr. Dor- 
sett dressed his injury in the holdover and 
the prisoner was taken by Detectives Tucker 
and Tracy to Ryan’s house to have him iden- 
tified as the man who did the shooting. If it can 
be shown that the shot was fired by Gooley in 
the heat of passion, it will oniy be a case of 
murder in the second degree, although Ryan 
appears to have only been endeavori to 
pes Gooley and tokeep him away from 
elly’s for his own good. 
In order to prevent a scene at Ryan’s 
house Tucker remained 1 with Gooley 
while Tracy went in t prepare them 
for the visit.

EDMUND YATES’ CABLE LETTER ON THE 
POLITICAL SITUATION IN ENGLAND. 


A Defense of the Speaker of the House of 
Commons-—Lord Randolph Churchill's 
Task—The Parnell-Radical Plot—The Irish 
Members and Obstruction Tactics—Police 
Protection in Ulster—Theatrical Chat—An 
American Journalist’s Letters. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Loxpon, September 7.—Lord Randolph 
Churchill is sustaining the work of the session 
pretty well. His friends express fears that he 
will not be able to bear up under the pros 
longed and bitter conflicts which will be inev- 
itable next session. Obstructiens have been 
so far successful. The session cannot now, in 
any case, end before the last week in Septem- 
ber, and may very possibly extend weil into 
October. The Irish members make no secret 
of their determination to keep Parliament sit- 
ting, so as to raise, if necessary, constant dis- 
cussion on Gen. Sir Redvers Builer’s proceed- 
ingsin Kerry. The Liberal-Unionists intend 
to pursue an active campaign in the country 
during the later autumn and winter months. 
Lord Hartington, Messrs. Chamberlain, 
Caine, Finley, Russell and others will address 
a great number of meetings. Every effort 
will be made to detach a number of Gladston- 
lan Liberals from the cause of separation. 
There is good reason to believe that many 
supporters of the Gladstonian candidates at 
the last election voted in ignorance of the 
issues. Among the general body of Liberais 
there is a reaction against home rule. The 
home-rule Liberals, under the leadership of 
Prof. Stuart, M. P., have started a movement 
of an opposite character. By firm and reso- 
lute action the Speaker has done something 
to spoil 

THE PARNELL-RADIOCAL PLOT. 

The consequence is that the two parties are 
beginning to denounce the Speaker. Whether 
the rulings of the Right Honorable gentieman 
have been right in every case, it would be dif- 
ficult to say. He has had to deal with obstruc- 
tion in its most insidious forms, but hitherto 
all parties, except the Irish, have supported 
the rulings of the Speaker, evenif they were 
not satisfied of their justice. I believe, how- 
ever, that Speaker Peel’s action in every in- 
stance has been justified. and has in 
every case been impartial. He has, 
during the last fortnight, called Lord 
Churchill, Mr. Chamberlain and Sir Vernon 
Harcourt to order. There is certainly no 
evidence there of partiality. The truth is, 
there isa determination on the part ofthe 
Radicals and Nationalists to render it impos- 
sible for the Government to be carried on. A 
conspiracy for this object has been formed, 
but its operations will not assume any reso- 
lute character until next year. When people 
ask whether there has been obstruction or 
not, itis sufficient to say that the debate on 
he address has occupied twelve days. 
If this has been the case in a 
session in which it was well understoed that 
no business would be done, and in reference 
toa speech which avoided all controversial 
matter, what will be the lengths of the pro- 
ceedings when the next session opens with a 
speech of the usual character? Theevents of 
the last fortnight make it clear that the Giad- 
stonians and Irish party are ready to make 
common cause in obstruction. Sir William 
Vernon Harcouit, who has become a roaring 
Radical, hasbeen, during the last fortnight, 
supporting the votes of censure on his own 
Government because he thought this 
might give some embarrassment to 
the present Government. He is at present 
leader of the Liberal opposition, and has 
taken a course which no responsible leader of 
a party has adopted for more than halt a cen- 
tury. The fact is one of grave import. It 
means that another of the old traditions of the 
Commons is gone. It has only been possible 
to conduct the affairs of Parliament because 
the two parties were subject to certain condi- 
tions, and co-operated in the service of their 
country. But if the old understanding isto 
be abandoned the Commons will fall into 
disorganization. The Radicals are appaiently 
inclined to throw their lot with Mr. Parnell, 
and if they cannot govern themselves, make 
it impossible for any other party to govern.

Bishop Tuttle spent yesterday very quietly, 
preparing for the hard workin store for him 
in the diocesan visitation which he begins out 
side of 8t. Louis this evening, when he will 
officiate at the Episcopal Church, Macon. The 


Bishop has labored so long in Utah that his op- 
portunities for observing the condition have 
been as good as, if not better than those en- 
joyed by any other dignitary, civil or religious, 
in the past decade. Appointed tothe bishop- 
ric of Utah, Montana and Idaho in 1867, 
he has spent these nineteen years in 
practical missionary work in those strong- 
holds of Mormonism. Being a man distin- 
guished more for his common sense and prac- 
tical views of life than for erudition or theo- 
logical acumen, he has not failed to gather a 
clear idea of the Mormon people, their char- 
acter and their attitude to the laws of the 
United States. Bishop Tuttle was interviewed 
yesterday by a Post-DISPATCH reporter, and 
made some statements which, coming 
from him, have unusual importance, 
and no doubt will cause consider - 
able reflection, especially among those who 
never refer to the Latter Day Saints without 
using the words ‘‘ulcers’’ and ‘‘cancers.’’

ATTACKED BY A RAT. 


A Big Rodent Gnaws at the Throat of a 
Sleeping Girl. 


By Telegraph to the PoORT-DISPATCH. 

New Tonk, September 7.—On Tuesday night 
last a sensation was naturally experienced in 
one of the most prominent apartment houses 
uptown by the eartquake, and on Friday night 
two ore sensations occurred.

The sec- 
ond occurred at midnight, when 
everybod was awakened by screams 
in oe of the apartments. The young daugh- 
ter of atenant was found sitting up in bed 
bolding her hands to her throat and blood 
trickling between her fingers. She persisted 
that some one had tried to kill her, There 
was a slight laceration of the skin on her 
throat. An investigation was had. The doors 
were all found locked andgt was evident that 
no one from the outside could have assaulted 
the girl. The father of the young 

rl, turniug down the counterpane, found a 
arge rat, which was killed. The next day 
plumbers, who examined the water pipes, dis- 
covered that instead ot bursting they had been 
gnawed through by rats. Yesterday a rat 
catcher captured more than one hundred rats 
in the house. It waa learned that before the 
earthquake no rats had been seen in the house. 
It bas since been learned that many houses 
have been ewarming with rats since 
the earthquake. A gtntieman who has 
made a study of rats says a rat 
by nature is compelled to aw; if he does 
not, his teeth grow so rapidly that his jaws 
become locked. He is one of the most 
nervous, cunn.ng and sensitive of creatures, 
and when cornered is very vicious. They are 
easily alarmed by rumbling or jarring sounds. 
This gentieman has no doubt that the tremor 
caused by the suocks of the earthquake last 
Tuesday so alarined the rats that they left the 
sewers in swarms. He remembered at 
the siege of Paris, during the cannonade by 
the armies, that the concussion frightened 
thousands of ratsfrom the sewers and cata- 
combs to the houses.

NEw YorK, September 7.—Mr. Allen 
Thorndyke Rice of the North American Review 
arrived in the Etruria, and after much di- 
culty was found at the Brevoort House, and 
with still greater difficulty he was induced to 
speak about his recent trip abroad.
